Reasons of stagnation and set­ 
backs all defeat the growing of a big 
horse.

A simple precaution which should be 
taken by those who trove the care o f 
tuilk is thut of cooling new milk i t 
once in a tank or dish of water before 
It Is put In the cellar or refrigerator.

Promise of a big sensation iu the 
trial of Henry Clay Meanie, Jr., ae 
(•used of the m urder oi Ids wife, was 
made when the receipt o. a mysterious 
telegram m used Beattie's counsel to 
Interrupt proceedings for neatly au 
hour. 
Then it developed that the defense 
ha«i got track of a witness who could 
do much to upset au im portant phase 
of the state s case. 
This m ysterious tip was received 
while Douglas Beattie, the prisoner's 
brother, was on tile stand, paving the 
way for the testim ony of Hie defend 
ant himself, who had been expe< ted to 
go on the stand. 
H. 
M. Smith, Jr., of Beattie's coun­ 
sel, asked for a little time that be 
might discuss “a very Important mes­ 
sage’’ he hail Just received. 
Tiiis (teated a stir in the court­ 
room, which was intensified when Hill 
Carter, Mr. Sm ith’s associate, asked 
that Mr. Smith lie excused to go to a 
tong distance telephone to talk with 
the prospective witness. 
Detectives Search For Witness. 
Detectives 
in 
Hit hmond 
quickly 
went on a search for a wealthy busi­ 
ness man, the witness in question, 
who tile defense believes will ne aide 
to give testimony that will thoioughly 
substantiate 
the 
narrative 
told 
bv 
Henry Clay Beattie of the murder of 
his wife. 
Detectives were placed on g lard a' 
the home of the man, and other detec­ 
tives searched the town for him, with 
orders to bring him Lo the (ourt room 
at once. 
The man is expel ted to tell of being 
on the Midlothian turnpike tile night 
of the m urder in an automobile with 
a woman as a coni pan i »n. 
They are said to have stopped their 
car not far from the place where the 
clim e was committed, Hie man being 
at the front of tile car on the ground 
while his companion was standing on 
the running hoard. 
A group of tioys testified for the 
state that they saw such an incident 
and described the man aud woman as 
iesem bling Beattie and his wife aud 
Hie < ar as one like Beattie's. 
Based on this Incident, the proseeu 
Hon has built up its case with the 
theory that Mrs. B eanie was shot, not 
while sitting iu the machine beside 
her husband, as the latter alleges, but 
ts site was standing either on the 
funning bo.rrd or on Hie road, the big 
Hood s|Mit resulting from her fail on 
the turnpike.

He made a good wit­ 
ness on direct examination, hut was 
trapped in to a dangerous admission 
on cross-examination. Then he flatly 
declared that if he had known the au­ 
tomobile was to lie used as evidence 
against

brother he would have 
washed away every vestige of blood 
Judge Watson interrupted to have 
the 
witness

this admission, 
which he did with some heat. Later 
he adm itted that he had taken a m es­ 
sage from his brother to Beulah Min­ 
ford in the Henrico county Jail, cau­ 
tioning her against talking.

They were Rev. Kl mer E. Snyder, iias* 
tor of Christ Bulbel an church, who had 
received many of the anonymous let­ 
ters, .Mrs. David White, a neighbor of 
Miss D ew itt, and 
Valentine Shoen- 
berger, a postal inspector. 
Much tim e was consumed by Judge 
K irkpatrick's cross-examination of ti e 
witnesses. Several of the letters which 
the defendant Is ac ( used of having 
written were produced and identified 
by the witnesses who received them, 
hut they were not read aloud. 
Many of the most prominent resi­ 
dents of 
Kaston are awaiting 
with 
trepidation the developm ents in the 
* Poisoned Pen'* c ase. 
Bo far the authorities have jealously 
guarded the worst of the letters, which 
it is asserted were sent by Miss Ik* 
Witt, who is the daughter of wealthy

threatened to wreck a score of hom es. 
The great question disturbing many 
minds in Kaston is what will lie dis­ 
closed 
For the “ Poisoned Pen" made 
many a family skeleton dance. 
Next to an alleged similarity be­ 
tween her handwriting and that of the 
scurrilous letters, 
which 
have been 
coming to hundreds of people in the 
last 
ten 
years, the chief 
evidence 
against Miss D ew itt is said to he con­ 
tained In a letter to a menacer of the 
flock of Rev. ICI mer K. Snyder, accus­ 
ing the pastor s wile of hanging out 
clothes still soiled, although supposed­ 
ly fresh, from the washtub. 


Back Yard Gave Clue. 


It Is contended that the hack yard 
of the parsonage where the clothes 
are hung < an lie -e»-n only from a bay 
window of the D ew itt home A high 
board fence hides the back yard fro.ii 
the street. It is adm itted that it was 
this letter which first direc ted suspi 
cion toward Miss D ew itt. 
Sentiment is strongly divided as to 
the guilt of .Miss lieVVitt. 
But, after 
years of suspicion c ast on several o th ­ 
er women, there is a determ ination to 
get to the bottom of the mystery now 
if possible and end fen ever the heart­ 
burnings that have upset so many 
households. 
Tile writer of the anonymous letters

The nam e P ap u an is that giveu to 
the (lark skinned people who inhabit 
the greater num ber of islands In the 
part of the Pacific o* eau known as 
Polynesia aud Melanesia and whose 
headquarters, as it were. are In the 
great island of P apua or New Guinea. 
Under this description come the in­ 
habitants of the Solomon islands. 
So evil has beeu the reputation of 
the Solomon Islanders Hint until quite 
recently they w ere carefully avoided, 
and very little was known about them. 
They have the nam e of being the 
most treacherous of all tile south sea 
lh ti ves. yet. considering the treatment 
they have received in the past at the 
hands of white men, this is uot to be 
wondered at. 
Indeed, tho wonder J* 
that* they allow any white man at all 
in their country. 
But now that they 
have had a chance of teeing some 
more favorable ajiectniens than Hie 
dre gs of hum anity who formerly d rift­ 
ed to tile south sea* they are much 
Improved, and a m an who treats them 
fairly may, as a rule, go among them 
without fear. 
Still, even now there Is a beautiful 
uncertainty about the Ilf** of a south 
sea trader. 
One day he may be stir 
rounded by cringing natives who obey 
his every word. 
But some night, if 
he has cheated the Papuan too gross­ 
ly. there Is m urder Id til** moonlight, 
and tile trader is n**r**r bear*! ut more, 
often, however, there seems to be no 
reason for the natives turning against 
the whites. 
It is simply that they ob­ 
ject to having a trad e r In their midst. 
So they Durn his goods and end by 
kitling him. 
The Solomon Islanders are as keen 
head hunters as the Bemeans and 
every year, except where they are 
held In check by the British govern­ 
ment. set out on head hunting raids 
pure and simple.
